ASKSjlOO,000 


Needs Money For New 


High School; Year Ends 


With Surplus 


The board of education at its reg- 


ular meeting Tuesday night voted 
to ask the city to raise ?4-00,000 for 
the construction 
cost of the first 


unit of the new East Side 
high 


school, the excavation for which is 
already under way. ''The board spec- 
ified that a bond issue' covering 
$250,000 of this amount should be 
floated before the next school term, 
the remaining $1.50,000 or such part 
thereof as is found necessary to 
complete the first unit can be rais- 
ed at such time as it can-bi! definite- 
ly known how much money will be 
needed to finish the work. 


Members of the board 
appeared 


before the finance committee of the 
council immediately after the board 
meeting to make the request. The 
finance committee passed an ordi- 
nance recommending to the council 
that a bond issue of $250,000 be 
floated and dated Sept. 1. The en- 
tire $400,000 it is estimated will pay 
for approximately 
a million cubic 


feet of construction. 


It was announced Tuesday night 


that Charles S. Meek, superintend- 
ent of schools, whose resignation 
becomes effective July 1, will 
re- 


main in the city until the last of 
August and will .give his services to 
the school board gratis, aiding'that 
body to plan its work for the com- 
ing year. The school board, under, 
the management of Mr. Mee^k- and 
the present board of education, has 
accomplished what no board 
has 


b«en able to do for many years. Its 
fiscal year, ending July, 1, will show- 
a surplus'of $35,000 on hand. Last 
year the beginning: of the school 
year found the board 
$26,000 in 


debt. The board expended $580,000 
lor operation during the past term,

The convention refused to consider the proffered res- 
ignation of Bishop Williams, and approved resolutions support-
